Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claims 1, 22, 23, and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Gumbrecht, et al., Polanyi, or Blanco, et al. All cited patents disclose a 
method for analyzing body fluids, in which the fluid is accessed for analysis via an 
access means implanted in the body. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-9, 11, 19-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gumbrecht, et al., or Polanyi, in view of Blanco, et al. The 

Gumbrecht, et al., and Polanyi Patents disclose a system for the examination of a liquid 
medium where the examination is performed outside the body. However, the 
examination of liquid mediums performed within impantable systems is conventional as 
evidenced by the Blanco, et al., Patent. In figure 1, Blanco, et al. shows an implantable 
system for the analysis or examination of a liquid medium. Based on the teachings of

Blanco, et al., for a person of ordinary skill in the art, designing an implantable versus 
an external monitoring system would be considered an obvious design choice.
